Master  Musicians 


They  can  be  seen  in 
auditoriums  and  recital 
halls  across  town, 
resolutely  plugging  away  at  a 
four-part-suite  or  something 
equally  challenging;  they  are  the 
Amherst  Regional  High  School’s 
Wind  Ensemble  and  Symphony 
Band. 

Talented,  even  if  some  of  us 
struggled  to  play  Kari’s  Minor 
scales,  dedicated,  even  if  we  pre- 
ferred Fanfare  to  Fantasia,  and 
only  a little  disorganized  in  re- 
hearsal, we  followed  a schedule 
with  unchanging  rhythms.  The 
bands  move  from  the  Winter 
Concert  to  the  Spring  Concert, 
with  some  stops  at  Buckley  Re- 
cital Hall  and  the  junior  high 
along  the  way,  and  finish  out  at 
the  All-Town  Band  Concert  and 
graduation.  And,  of  course,  there 
are  fruit  sales.  This  year  we  all 
ventured  out  into  the  winter  cold 
on  a quest  to  sell  navel  oranges 
and  red  grapefruit  to  pay  for  the 
May  band  trips.  This  year  the 
Wind  Ensemble  journeyed  to  the 
nation’s  capital,  Washington, 


D.C.,  while  the  Symphony  Band 
headed  to  New  York. 

The  Wind  Ensemble’s  music 
varied  widely,  including  a 
variation  on  the  music 
immortalized  by  Beethoven  as 
the  “Ode  of  Joy,’’  a suite  of 
dances  from  around  the  world, 
and,  at  Buckley,  A Movement  for 
Rosa,  a piece  celebrating  the  civil 
rights  movement.  The  Symphony 
Band  took  a looser,  more  modern 
approach,  masterfully  rousing 
the  emotions  of  the  audience 
with  music  from  the  movies, 
Apollo  13  and  The  Lion  King. 

Combined  in  concert  we 
played,  among  other  pieces,  that 
music  so  well-known  by  now  to 
any  protege  of  Mr.  Purcell’s, 
John  Williams’  Olympic  Fanfare 
and  Theme.  The  last  time  we 
played  this  piece  in  concert,  this 
year’s  seniors  were  freshmen.  A 
favorite  in  rehearsal  and 
performance,  the  Fanfare  and 
Theme  worked  as  the  perfect 
bookends  for  the  Class  of  1997’s 
work  in  the  ARHS  bands.

After  the  great  success  of 
last  year,  the  Philhar- 
monia  and  Symphonic

The  Math  Team  members  al- 
ways seem  to  have  their 
work  cut  out  for  them.

This  year  has  been  a busy  and 
successful  one  for  the  ARHS 
chapter  of  Amnesty 
International,  a world-wide  human  rights 
organization  perhaps  better  known  to  the 
school  as  ‘‘the  group  bugging  you  to  sign 
petitions  while  you  try  to  eat  a peaceful 
lunch.”  This  year  we  undertook  two 
campaigns;  in  the  fall  we  worked  to 
improve  human  rights  in  Indonesia,  and 
in  the  spring  we  worked  on  behalf  of 
refugees  all  around  the  world.  At  our 
weekly  meetings  we  wrote  letters  to  free 
prisoners  of  conscience,  and  we 
generated  over  1,000  letters  and  petitions 
this  year  alone.  Through  our  efforts  and 
the  work  of  other  Amnesty  International 
members  across  the  world,  many 
prisoners  of  conscience  were  freed  this 
year.  Next  time  you  take  time  out  from 
lunch  to  sign  a petition,  remember  that 
you  make  a difference. 

The  Robert  Frost  Chapter  of  the 
National  Honor  Society  started  out  the 
year  with  an  induction  ceremony  that 
included  a speech  from  State  Legislator 
Ellen  Story,  a piece  by  a string  quartet, 
speeches  by  Principal  Thomas  Hardin 
and  NHS  President  Mia  Sorcinelli,  and  a 
delicious  cake  ordered  by  Ms.  Sally 


Giglio,  faculty  advisor.  NHS  more  than 
doubled  in  size  with  the  addition  of  many 
motivated  juniors  and  several  seniors. 
Some  of  the  service  projects  which  were 
undertaken  for  the  year  included  brown 
bagging  at  the  Bangs  Center,  leaf  raking 
for  the  elderly,  working  at  the  Not  Bread 
Alone  Soup  Kitchen  and  of  course, 
tutoring.  The  students  involved  in  NHS 
are  willing  to  give  up  their  free  time  to 
meet  the  service  requirement  of  20  hours 
a year,  and  to  give  back  something  to  a 
community  from  which  they  greatly 
benefit. 

The  Environmental  Action  Club  really 
cares  about  the  environment.  Of  our 
major  achievements  at  the  High  School, 
the  recycling  project  in  the  cafeteria  is  the 
biggest  success.  The  process  starts  off 
with  a place  to  put  the  extra  liquids.  The 
second  step  is  to  recycle  the  milk  cartons. 
These  are  then  shredded  and  sent  to  a pig 
farm  to  be  used  as  bedding  for  the 
animals.

The  final  step  is  where 
the  extra  food  is  recycled.  Other  tasks  we 
have  undertaken  are  fund  raising  for  a 
national  conference  and  keeping  the 
students  of  ARHS  informed  on  keeping 
the  environment  safe  and  clean.

Support  Systems 


The  mediation  program  at  ARHS 
has  seen  its  ups  and  downs,  but 
this  year  has  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  most  productive.  Mediation  has 
grown  as  a team  to  over  twenty  members, 
mediated  a record  number  of  conflicts, 
and  incorporated  community  service. 
During  the  first  semester,  mediators  were 
fortunate  to  have  a re-training  session  to 
brush  up  on  basic  skills.  Many  mediators 
were  trained  a number  of  years  ago,  and 
re-leaming  strategies  had  been  a goal 
since  then.  With  the  help  of  Franklin  Me- 
diation Center,  they  were  able  to  refresh 
old  skills  and  learn  new  insights.  Medi- 
ators have  also  shared  their  knowledge 
with  the  general  community  by  starting 
projects  in  the  surrounding  elementary 
schools.  The  mediators  taught  future  me- 
diators the  benefits  of  creative  problem- 
solving. 

Students  Against  Drunk  Driving 
(SADD)  is  a nationwide  organization.  In 
high  schools  and  colleges  SADD  incor- 
porates the  messages  of  responsible 
drinking  and  safe  driving  into  daily  life. 
SADD  encourages  people  to  abstain  from 
driving  under  the  influence  by  promoting 
knowledge  about  alternate  means  of 
transportation.  This  year,  SADD  has  in- 
creased in  both  members  and  support. 
Bulletin  boards,  announcements  and  as- 


semblies about  drunk  driving  and  its  dan- 
gers help  project  a message  to  the  entire 
student  body.  Jenn  Gladu  and  Stefania 
Vanin  are  the  co-presidents  of  SADD.

There  are 
several  peer  counselors  available  in  the 
counseling  room  almost  every  period 
during  the  day.  Students  are  encouraged 
to  drop  by  at  any  time  and  relax.  The 
room  is  small  but  welcoming,  with  col- 
orful posters  and  a big.  comfortable  chair. 
Confidentiality  is  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance to  the  peer  counselors,  and  visitors 
are  assured  that  what  they  say  and  do  in 
the  room  will  remain  there.  Most  students 
agree  that  being  able  to  talk  to  someone 
who  can  relate  specifically  to  what  they 
are  saying  is  essential.  The  opportunity  is 
there,  and  open  for  all.  so  take  advantage 
of  it!

The  sport  originated  hundreds  of 
years  ago  with  the  people  of  Scan- 
dinavia. Its  original  purpose  was  for 
transportation  when  the  ground  was  too 
icy  for  horses  or  walking.  It  soon  turned 
into  a recreational  pastime.  In  the  past 
century  figure  skating  has  evolved  into  a 
highly  competitive  and  attractive  sport.  In 
the  most  recent  years  competitive  and 
professional  figure  skating  has  become 
popular  with  the  public. 

Becoming  a successful  figure  skater 
requires  a great  deal  of  hard  work  and 
discipline.  Many  young  skaters  across  the 
world  choose  to  sacrifice  the  pieripheral 
elements  of  their  lives  and  devote  them- 
selves to  intensive  training  to  be  eligible 
to  compete  at  the  national  and  interna- 
tional levels. 

There  are  three  divisions  of  competi- 
tion; pair  skating,  singles  skating,  and  ice 
dancing.
